Exchange of 
Information on these related cases proved beneficial to both -ttse British and 
Zipper and fumislies opportunities for cross checking certain phases of the case* 
Toward the end of Septeiiiber V«29it8 in an independent avid ewipletely unauttiorized 
maneuver approached the Geiman police in Bremen and there exposed himself as a 
western intelligence agent} we are awaiting a detailed report of this incident. 

He also struck up an aoquaintarce with a 0S Army signal corps major and the 
latter's alleged girl frdendj the possibilities of CIC exploitation of this oppor-
